Eighty per cent of Valley View 
students say they wouldn't want to go to 
another schoo! and even more agree that 
continuation education has helped them 
Almost 78 per cent rate their work at 
their former high school as below 
average, and 85 per cent think their 
efforts have improved at Valley View, 
according to a district spokesman

The concept of continuation high 
school was established by permissive 
legislaton in the 30's for teen-agers who 
had to work to support themselves and 
their families. But most school districts 
did not establish separate campuses 

In the mid-60's, a new law required 
that most districts provide continuation 
school for problem students and those 
suspended trom their home schoo!. That 
law had given an unfortunate and 
distorted image to continuation high 
schools as the dumping grounds for 
incorrigibles, the spokesman said 

Valley View students are aware ot this 
image and displeased by it, he said. In a 
recent survey 74 per cent of them 
indicated that the community needs to 
know more about the school or that the 
school needs more good publicity 

Everybody thinks it’s for bad kids’ was 
a common student comment 

Educators’ growing enthusiasm tor the 
alternative education concept is giving a 
new image and purpose to continuation 
high school, the spokesman said. A 
different approach is needed to reach the 
nonconformist student who doesn’t learn 
up to his capabilities in the regular high 
school program 

The Chaffey Board of Education 
supports altemative education at the 
district's continuation school, and the 
staff of 12 teachers and 2 counselors 1s 
focusing program development in this 
direction 

This is especially true since the school 
moved from Ontario High School to its 
own campus two years ago, Said 
Principal Monroe Lair. The facility was 
designed as a complete school intended 
to meet all educational needs of its 
students 

The staff has prepared an extensive 
curriculum guide to reflect the 
alternative education goal and an 
individualized approach in preparation 
for the April visit by the Western 
Accreditaton Committee for High 
Schools and Colleges 

One example of a growing and 
improving program at Valley View is the 
media center, which incorporates 
library, career center, and Regional 
Occupational Program (ROP) services 
In January alone, 258 students used the 
career center which was started just this 
year, Counselor Bob Brown said 
Teachers are now learning to use it to 
enhance their academic programs, he 
added. 

Brown is also working with English 
teacher Alice Stiffler to organize a 
recreation program. Lack of such a 
program was the most frequently 
mentioned school deficiency on the 
student survey. 


Upland High celebrates 
Black History Week 


Upland High School celebrated its first 
Black History Week this year to 
introduce students to ‘‘soul’” food, 
musical instruments and important 
black people 


More students participated than 
expected, said Alder G. Dixon, one of 13 
students who planned the week to ‘‘teach 
everyone a little Black awareness. 

Soul food and an assembly were the 
high points of the week, he said. The 
lunch provided free by the black 
students, included barbequed pigs feet, 
potato salad, chitlings, red beans and 
rice, collard and mustard greens, corn- 
bread and sweet potato pie. students 
were most interested in trying the 
barbequed pigs feet 


The assembly featured a film on black 
instruments and speaker from Mt. San

Antonio College. Black students also 
arranged a library display of cultural 
artifacts and black arts 

The display included such important 
blacks as Daniel Payne, the first black 
college president, Ralph Bunche, winner 
of the Nobel peace prize, Mahalia 
Jackson, gospel singer; and Henry 
Highland Garnet, U.S. minister to 
Liberia. 

The students plan to sponsor Black 
History Week again. They hope to form a 
Black Students Union and raise money 
for a dance and well-known speakers for 
next year 

Dixon said this is the first year the 
high school has had enough black 
students to stage the week. Students paid 
for the food and also did the cooking 
themselves. “It is a lot gf work but it's 
worth it,’ Dixon said 
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billboard action

Upland City Council Tuesday night 
sent a proposed billboard ‘amendment 
back to the planning commission for 
minor revisions regarding the amortiza- 
tion period and authorized City Manager 
Lee Travers to approach the chamber of 
commerce regarding licensing bill- 
board 


The amendment recommended by the 
Planning Commission set the amortiza- 
tion time for billboards at 14 years 
retroatice to 1970 when billboards 
were declared nonconforming 
Billboards would have to be removed by 
February 1984 under that amendment 

The council directed the planning com- 
mission to set the effective date at the 
time of the proposed amendment rather 
than retroactive to 1970. Under changes 
directed by the council, billboards would 
have to be removed by 1985, 10 years 
after the effective date of the new 
amendment 

Council members George Gibson and 
Ina Petokas voted to limit the amortiza- 
tion time to five years. but the motion 
was defeated by the remainder of the 
council 

Since billboards will remain for 10 
vears, the council authorized Travers to 
work with the chamber of commerce on 
licensing billboards as other businesses 
in the city are licensed. The licensing 
question had been postponed until an 
amortization period could be set 

The council also approved a con- 
ditional use permit for a self-service gas 
station at the southwest corner of Moun- 
tain Avenue and Ninth Street. The self- 
service station would meet the need for 
competitively priced fuel in an area of 
the city that is growing. according to 
owner Jim Kelber 

Mrs. Petoka and Gibson said there 
already are too many service stations on 
Mountain Avenue. Mrs. Petokas said she 
feared more gas stations would be aban- 
doned if competition were increased and 
noted that a station at Foothill 
Boulevard and Mountain Avenue already 
provides self-service 

The council has a ‘duty to encourage 
free competition that will benefit the 
community,” commented Councilman 


Hal Bailin. The independent station's 
prices may show other stations they need 
to become competitive, he added. The 
council approved the conditional use per- 
mit with Gibson dissenting. 

In other action Tuesday night, the 
council 

— Approved the appointment of Walt 
Reardon, a certified public accountant, 
to fill the vacancy on the Housing 
Authority Board created by the resigna- 
tion of the Rev. Ray Wirth. Wirth resign- 
ed to become Housing Authority 
manager. , 

— Set a public hearing for 7 p.m. 
March 381 to consider street im- 
provements proposed on Mountain 
Avenue. The hearing was requested by 
Hensley-Torta Real Estate of Ontario 
which opposes the proposed im- 
provements. State and federal officials 
will review the minutes of the hearing 
and make the final determination, accor- 
ding to City Engineer Fred Blanchard. 

- Continued until March 3 considera- 
tion of a tentative tract map for 11 acres 
west of San Antonio Avenue between 15th 
and 16 streets to allow the developer and 
an adjacent homeowner to reach agree- 
ment on sharing costs of street im- 
provements 

— Directed the city staff and Fire 
Department to investigate the potential 
fire hazard caused by dust from Upland 
Feed and Fuel Co. falling on adjacent 
buildings. Jack Isom, speaking for the 
owner of the Grove Theater, said the 
grain dust creates the hazard of a flash 
fire and attracts pigeons causing a 
health hazard 

— Approved a resolution supporting 
Senate Bill 312 which would exempt 
federally funded temporary employes 
from mandatory membership in the 
Public Employees Retirement System. 
Using a portion of the federal funds for 
retirement benefits the temporary 
employes won't use “seems illogical,” 
Travers noted in a report to the council 

— Approved the first reading of an or- 
dinance removing from the city code 
guidelines on conflict of interest. City At- 
tornev Donald Maroney said the present 
code duplicates the Mosconey Act and 
Proposition.9 which both deal with con- 
flict of interest 


Upland High School 
photography class 


A pensive teen-ager, barrio graffiti, a 
plant pod and wind chimes are subjects 
of award-winning photographs taken by 
Upland High School students. 


When photography instruction started 
at the school four years ago, few people 
expected much interest in the said 
instructor Jeff Cole. Cole now teaches 
photography five periods a day. Many 
teenagers enroll in his two adult school 
sections. ‘If I had 10 classes a day, they 
would all be filled,’ Cole said. 


The course is popular despite its heavy 
assignment load because it focuses on 
creativity. ‘‘Every kid has creative 
talent, but so many of them were ill- 
trained or ill-informed in early life that 
they are afraid of painting or drawing, ° 
Cole noted. “Photography is a way to be 
creative without having to draw.” 

For a few students, photography 
becomes a career choice, but for the

others the experience is not wasted, Cole 
said. Photography is one of the most 
popular hobbies in the United States 
Cole estimated that at least a quarter of 
his former students are actively involved 
in photography as a leisure activity. 

Photography is a one-semester course, 
but skilled students may enroll in an 
advanced section. A few outstanding 
students work with Cole on independent 
studies 

Students learn by doing, not by 
listening to lectures. They work on their 
own projects, leaving Cole free to give 
individual attention to those who need it, 
he said 

Instruction ranges from camera basics 
to photo development and enlargement, 
and emphasizes composition and design. 

Students first create photograms, 
shadow-like pho‘ographs made by 
placing objects on light-sensitive paper 
and exposing the design to light.

Corona-Norco pact 


Chaffey urges annexation to district 


Chaffey College's Board of 
Trustees will meet on March 6 
with a group of Corona-Norco 
citizens to discuss annexation 
of their area to this district or 
Riverside’s. 

The issue of which communi- 
ty college to join will be decided 
by Corona-Norco voters in the 
election of May 27. 

The special meeting was set 
for 7 p.m. at the board’s regular 
monthly session Tuesday at the 
request of Corona citrus grower 
William M. Smith 

Smith, a former Corona city 
councilman, said there was 
enough interest in his area to 
warrant such a meeting and 
that he would notify concerned 


voters. The place for the 
meeting will be announced 
later. 


In its February session here, 
the board reviewed and infor- 
mally endorsed a position state- 
ment on the Corona-Norco issue 
recommended by the Chaffey 
College administration. 

In substance, the statement 
contained a four-point commit- 
ment contingent on the annexa- 
tion election carrying in favor 
of Chaffey College. 

Spelled out in the statement 
was a pledge to extend the 
Associate of Arts Degree 
program and other services to 
Corona-Norco residents via the 
community education center 
concept. 

The college established a 
community education center in 
downtown Corona Dec. 26 after 
testing the concept with a pilot 
center in Upland. Day and even- 
ing classes are conducted at 


both centers. More such centers 
are planned for the academic 
year of 1975-76. 

Outlined in the position state- 
ment were these four benefits 
accruing to Corona-Norco 
citizens should they elect to go 
with Chaffey 

—A college credit program 
of studies . . . equal in quality to 
the campus program, leading to 
the Associate of Arts Degree 
with a general education major. 
All courses . . . could be com- 
pleted in the Corona-Norco area 
without the need. . . to attend 
the Alta Loma campus. . . 

~'‘A wide variety of adult 
education classes, lectures and 
forums in cooperation with the 
Corona-Noreo High School 
District... the cities of Corona 
and Norco, local churches and 
other organizations. 

: . Community service 
classes and programs through 
the Corona-Noreo Community 
Kducation Center to residents 
of that area 

Registration, counseling 
and other support services 
through the center, thereby 
eliminating the need for 
students who attend classes at 
the center to come to the Alta 
Loma campus for these ser- 
vices.” 

The administration here in- 
dicated that it would be 
necessary for other than 
general education majors to at- 
tend the Alta Loma campus for 
laboratory and other specializ- 
ed classes 

Other reasons cited in the 
position statement for residents 
of the Corona-Noreo Unified 


School District to vote for 
annexation to Chaffey rather 
than Riverside are: 
“Corona-Noreo residents 
would have a lower tax rate if 
they annex to Chaffey College, 

-A north-south freeway is 
under construction and when 
completed will provide easy 
access to the Alta Loma cam- 
pus for Corona-Norco students, 

—'The Chaffey College cam- 
pus has a rural setting with an 
openness that is unique, in- 
cluding free and ample parking 
in areas close to classrooms. 
The college also provides bus 
transportation to (its) cam- 
pus.’ 

Whatever the election out-. 
come, the board’s adoption of a 
proposed attendance agree- 
ment, May 21, for the fiscal 
years of 1974 through 1979 still 
stands. 

That action, urging an inter- 
district contract with River- 
side, is reflected as follows in 
the position statement: 

~''Students taking 6 
semester units or less living in 
the Riverside Community 
College District or Chaffey 
Community College District be 
allowed to attend the communi- 
ty college district of their 
choice without obtaining a 
written individual permit. 

—‘'Students attending 
Chaffey College prior to effec- 
tive annexation date be per- 
mitted to continue to complete 
their educational objective 

—This agreement be a con- 
tinuing one beyond 1979, subject 
to termination with one year 
prior notice.”

year many new varieties of 
gladiolus are introduced to the 
gardening public and this 
season is no different. To 
mention a few that are 
available at most nurseries now 
through the spring, you will 
find: 


Easter Basket - a lively 
salmon tri-color.

heavily ruffled petals and a bold 
rose picotee edge. 


Heather Hill - rich orchid 
lavender with a cream colored 


throat, also heavily ruffled 
petals.

Red Lace - bright medium 
red. 

Rose Gem - lightly ruffled 
“rich-rich” burgundy rose red. 

Sunset - Heavily ruffled 
bright orange petals with a gold 
center and red blotch 

Gladiolus are very versatile, 









both indoors and out. As a cut 
flower, they provide color in 
your arrangement for many 
days. For best resuits you 
should cut your Glads when | to 
3 florets are open Cut early in 
the morning when the stalks are 
full of moisture and place them 
in ‘‘deep’’ cool water. If 
possible, leave them for several 






hours before you make your 
arrangement. When cutting be 
sure to leave 4-5 leaves on the 
plant to supply the corm with 
nutrients for the next season's 
growth. To keep your 
arrangement fresh for as long 
as possible, remove the faded 
flowers. 

“Glads"’ are very easy to 


grow and can be used in a 
number of ways. They will be 
the most striking if given a 
place in the sun. For display in 
borders, bold clumps or groups 
of plants are best, or if you 
plant in full beds, you can 
scatter the bulbs for a natural 
affect. Of course if you are 
growing just for cut flowers, 


the most efficient way is to 
plant in rows. 

Imagine the pleasure of 
having all of the gladiolus you 
want blooming continuously 
week after week for four to six 
months. You can have armfuls 
of fresh cut flowers in the home 
and still maintain a 
magnificent display in your 


garden. This can easily be 
accomplished by making 
several plantings about 15 days 
apart. In California, Arizona 
and other areas not affected by 
freezes, you can plant from 
November through May and 
you will have wave upon wave 
of thrilling blooms from 
February through August.
